bankers sitting quietly in their offices 

in Bombay, London, New York and 
San Francisco, buy and sell, or dispatch 
business involving millions, in the 
twink:ing of an eye, which a few years 
ago could not have been accomplished 
in a twelvemonth. 

The “special correspondent” still lin- 
gers on the stage here and there, espe- 
cially about national capitals and 
great commercial centers. Many of 
them are men of large information and 
of great shrewdness and abilities ; but 
they have abandoned the mail bags and 
now’ resort tothe telegraphic wires. 
They confine themselves chiefly to the 
news, to facts and figures, and are care- 
ful to eliminate from their correspon- 
dence, the platitudes and homilies with 
which their written communications 
were wont to abound in the olden time 
of weekly mails and sailing packets. 
Their letters now are short, crisp and 
newsy, and when prepared they are 
hurried off by the lightning’s flash. 

There is another class of newspaper 
correspondents, who are sometimes 
designated “special,” “regular,” or “our 
own” correspondent. Some of these 
are clever and faithful, and are paid for 
their work. Others of them work cheap 
and do not care much what they write, 
so they fill out their allotted space. 
They write chatty and gossiping letters, 
giving an occasional dish of local news, 
and interlardmg their communications 
with grave political reflections, which it 
must be confessed are wholly destitute 
of sense or reason. 

A stranger perusing these reflections 
would suppose the writer to be a retired 
statesman of mature years, sitting in 
his office among his books and papers, 
| with his spectacles carefully adjusted 
upon his nose and his hair combed 
back behind his ears after the most 
philosophical pattern. So far from this 
being true, however, the writer is in all 
probability a thorough-going Bohe- 
mian, who has no convictions of any 
kind, political or otherwise— 
a good natured fellow with- 
out information or principle 
who will prepare you a letter for a 
trifle, or write your man up or down as 
you may desire. When his regular 
day for writing comes around, he will 
take the streets in search of material 
for hisletter. He meets Judge Aor 
Col. B ata corner, and after borrowing 
a cigar, he proceedsto interview hin, 
or to extract such political news as the 
parties may see proper to retail. He 
next dives into a restaurant about 
lunch time, or repairs to some club 
room, and picks up a few bits of cheese 
and information there, just asa child 
and attempt to fashion them into a 
mirror. Having collected together the 
material, he proceeds to indite his let- 
ter. And this letter is intended to re- 
flect the political views and current 
sentiment of the times, and to inform 
usvf the acts and doings of public men 
and parties. As a reflex of public 
thought, however, it isas worthless as 
the mirror made of bits of glass by the 
child. Such letters are dear at any 
price, and the sooner this class of 
“special correspondents” is dispensed 
with, the better for the press and the 
public. “Free lances” and “soldiers of 
fortune,” whether in war or journalism 
may hurt, but they never help any

THE CANVASS FOR CANDIDATES, 


Unlike the republicans, the demo- 
crats do nut invite the territories to 
send delegates to their national conven- 
tion. As the territories cannot vote for a 
president, it seems unjust to give them 
a voice in the convention, especially 
as their strength might turn the scale. 
This reduces the democratic conven- 
tion to 738 members. Of this number 
294 have been chosen. They come 
from Massachusetts, Louisiana, Texas, 
New Hampshire, Connecticut, Rhede 
Island, Pennsylvania, Indiana, Nebras- 
ka, Oregon, New York, Georgia and 
South Carolina. But one delegation, 
Indiana’s, has been instructed. That 
state has “‘a favorite son.” Nine of 
these states expressed no preference 
whatever. New York and Nebraska 
are understood to be unanimously 
for Tilden.” It is therefore 
plain that  — the elections 
on our side of the house are not indica- 
tive of the result. The remainder of 
the conyentions follow in quick suc- 
cession, winding up with Illinois on 
the twenty-second of June. 

The republican convention will con- 
sistof 760 delegates. 480 have been 
chosen. Of these, it is claimed that on 
the first ballot B'aine will 
have 142; Morton 73; Conkling 78 
Hartranft 58; Hayes 46; Bristow 35; 
and Jewell 8. These delegates come 
from Texas, Indiana, Wisconsin, Con- 
necticut, Utah, New York, Rhode Ie- 
land, Vermont, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
Mississippi, Nevada, South Carolina, 
Virginia, Montana, Colorado, Califor- 
nia, Massachusetts, Arkansas, Oregon, 
Georgia and Maryland. Blaine gained 
thirty delegates during the past 
week, and will surely be a very 
formidable candidate before the con- 
vention, it he ca: hold all of his pres- 
ent strength. Seven of the states—

With a man whose character for 
politi.al integrity is above reproach, the demo- 
crats may hope to carry mearly every 
southern state. Without such a  candi- 
date, there will be a supineness which 
will give more than one of them over to the rad 
cals. The war-cries of the ultra partisans of the 
porth will re-echo of course in the canvass but 
the excellent temper displayed by the masses of 
the south will go far towards relieving the minds 
of the earnest people of the north of the im- 
pressions they have borne for years. With this 
temper displayed in the convention, coupled 
withen earnestly expressed intention to accept 
the results of the war, the south may hope to 
attain prominence again in a national point ef 
view.

Receiving Fraternal Greetings — A 
Matterof Bad Bieod About 
the Publication Busi- 
Bers. 
Telegram to the Constitution. 


Ba.timoreE, May 6.—The committee- 
men were unanimous in the adoption 
ofthe preliminary chapter, but were 
not of one opinion as to the code. 

The hour for receiving fraternal 
messages from the British Wesleyan 
conference having arrived, Rev. H 
Toss, of New York, introduced Rev W 
B Pope, professor of theology in Dids- 
burg college, Manchester, England, 
and Rev P Newman introduced Rev 
Jas Harrison Regg, president of the 
Westminister Uawure or eBpeo OP 


The entire conference rose on the in- 
troduction of the messenger. The an- 
swer of the British conference of 18735, 
to the address of the general confer- 
ence held in Brooklyn in 1872, was pre- 
sented by the messenger aod read by 
the secretary. The answer is one of 
cordial and fraternal greeting aud en- 
couragement, succincily reviewing the 
great work of the church, its stead 
progress and rapid increase in pot 
hemispheres. 

Prot. Pope then addressed the con- 
ference. 

His address was able and eloquent, 
eliciting frequent outburs ‘s of applause 
from the conference and vast assembly. 
Referring to the centennial as common 
to the nation and to Methodism in the 
United States, he said that you and we 
are alike generous and Christian 
enough to rejoice together’ in 
the great event which a 
hundred yearsago displayed the hand 
of Providence in making you an inde- 
pendent people, great in yourselves and 
strong inthe prophecy of large great- 
ness.
